lots; cleaning premises, closing 
vacant buildings; disposing of 
burning materials; disposal of 
ashes; penalties, etc. 
Since this ordinance affects 
everyone, we ask that you read 
it in full to be informed of what 
the changes are.

thereto shall inspect, as often as 
may be necessary, all specially 
hazardous 
manufacturing

cesses, storages, or installations 
of gases, chemical, oils, explo­ 
sives and flammable materials, 
all interior fire alarm and auto­ 
matic 
sprinkler 
systems, 
and 
such othe»' hazards or appliances' 
as the Chief of the Fire Depart­ 
ment shall designate, and shall 
make orders as may be neces­ 
sary for the enforcement of the 
laws and ordinances governing 
the same and for safeguarding 
of life and property from fire.

Our first state college —Texas A. and M. is now 
in its seventy-fifth year 


Less than a generation ago grain sorghum was a tall spindling chicken- 
feed crop, grown on a few Texas farm s. Today it is the state’s second 
money crop, valued at $166,000,000 a year. A $24,000,000 plant for 
processing this one crop has been built at Corpus Christi. This am azing 
development is the result of research by plant scientists of the Texas 
A gricultural Experim ent Station of the A. and M. System, under the 
leadership of R. E. (Bob) K arper, A. and M. agronomist at Lubbock. 
By juggling the genes within the grain sorghum seed, K arper and 
others have been able to pull it down to a thrifty low-growing plant with 
big heads at uniform height throughout the field. This made it possible 
to harvest the grain mechanically, completely revolutionizing tile agri­ 
culture of the Texas plains area. The present day combine-type grain 
sorghum is being further developed for a variety of uses and is 
increasing rapidly in value to Texas farm ers, as a result of the work 
of this Pennsylvania farm boy who has been engaged in agricultural 
research on the Texas plains since 1915. 


Put Safety In 
Santa’s Bag 
College Station. — C hristm as 
time is always looked forw ard to 
as a joyous season, but unless 
safety is considered in choosing 
Christm as toys, the surprises left 
by Santa may prove tragic.

“so it is an im portant job to se­ 
lect safe toys and teach safe j 
habits in using them .”

Countless 
Christians have proved it by living 
it. We can pass up the number one 
example, Jesus himself, because 
some people might say that he had 
access to some source of power 
that ordinary men do not have. 
Look, if you please, at Paul 
of Tarsus. There was a man 
who looked trouble in the eye 
many a day. In fact, there nev­ 
er was a single day when troub­ 
les left him free and easy. 
W hatever 
we 
may 
say 
about 
Jesus, Paul certainly had no special 
“pipeline to heaven” which any oth­ 
er Christian might not have. Yet he 
lived, so to speak, on top of his 
troubles, 
not down under them. 
Even now. centuries later, Paul’s 
struggles are still an asset for 
every Christian; each one of us 
can say, “Well, if Paul made it, 
I can." 
• • • 
On Many Fronts 
* 
T the end of Paul’s life he wrote 
those famous words, “I have 
fought a good fight.” Our Scripture 
brings that statem ent down to cases. 
What was Paul’s fight? 
To 
his 
Corinthian 
friends 
he 
tosses off a rather hair-raising list 
of adventures, disasters and calam­ 
ities through which he had passed. 
We don’t need details. Just to name 
them is enough: famine, robbers, 
beatings, jail sentences, riots, three 
different shipwrecks . . . What a 
life! But Paul rode these things; 
they did not ride him. 
Or 
again, 
there 
was 
his 
“thorn in the flesh.*' Nobody 
knows certainly what that was: 
but It was no doubt some kind 
of physical ailment or pain, 
and it did not go away. Pain is 
often far harder to stand than 
some exciting experience like 
a shipwreck. 
In the face of 
pain such as Paul suffered, one 
cannot fight back. All one can 
do is to take it. Yet Paul lived 
through this, too. It was part 
of his “ good fight.” 
To the Philippians, again, he re­ 
ports another sort of victory, though 
he makes no boast about it. 
He 
had conquered his besetting sin of 
conceit and pride. Paul was by no 
means a naturally humble man. 
Yet when a man can write as he 
does in Phil. 3:4-11, it is plain that 
he had crushed pride down and out. 
Perhaps Paul, like many another 
man, had found that his worst en­ 
emy was himself, his worse self. 
In the second letter to Timothy, 
written at the end of his life, he 
tells of still other kinds of things 
that cost him a struggle—friends 
abandoning him, a trial that went 
against him. Yet these too he had 
not simply endured but conquered. 
• • • 
Available Victory 
T 
WO thoughts come to us from all 
of this. 
One is. that it takes a fight to 
make a mar.. That is to say if Paul 
had had a perfectly easy life, he 
would never have been the grand 
character we know. For him, and 
for many a Christian since, re­ 
verses, disappointments, suffering 
and pain, tragedy, sorrow and mis­ 
takes will contribute to creative 
spiritual experiences if these are 
met in the Christian way. 
And that leads to the other 
thought: The Christian way to 
power, the Christian secret of 
living a winning life every day, 
is today exactly the same as 
what Paul said it was: 
the 
strength of God, “ made per­ 
fect in weakness.” The Chris­ 
tian never becomes God; bot 
God’s grace and power can live 
in the Christian. 
Is is not the Christian who lives 
the victorious life, after all; left to 
ourselves we should bog down. But 
God be thanked, he does not leave 
us to ourselves! It is not we who 
win, but He to us. This does not 
excuse us from the fight; God lives 
not in the lazy but to the loyal

The earliest English pieces to 
which 
the 
characterization 
of 
Christmas 
h y m n s , 
a s 
dis­ 
tinguished from carols, can be 
applied are those of Ben Jonson, 
“I Sing the Birth. Was Born To­ 
night,” and George Wither, “As 
On the Night Before the Blessed 
Morn.” 


The familiar lines, “Hark the 
herald angels sing, Glory to the 
newborn King,” were written in 
the 18th century by Charles Wes­ 
ley. 
A modern hymn which car­ 
ries on the ancient tradition is 
that of the American, Phillips 
Brooks. Who does not know the 
lines 
which 
begin: 
“0 
Little 
Town of Bethlehem ?” 
Less formal are the carols 
which long have played an im­ 
portant part in the Yuletide cele­ 
bration. 
The carol carries with 
it a suggestion of the troubadour 
and its original meaning, a dance, 
indicates its mood. 
St. Francis of Assissi is be­ 
lieved to have originated the true 
Christmas carol. 
He is said to 
have found its form useful in 
Italy the Christmas carol spread

to Germany, France and Spain as 
well aa to England where it 
achieved a remarkable vogue, and 
was brought to America by the 
Virginia colonists. 
The earliest 
known copy of an English carol 
was written about 1410.

Somewhat similar in certain re­ 
spects are the Nativity plays 
which took their first form as 
tableaux.

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BROADENED SOCIAL SECURITY 
WILL COVER 7 P OF WORKERS 


The new, broadened Social Se­ 
curity law will cover at least 70 
per cent of Texas’ workers in­ 
stead of the 40 per cent covered 
under the old law, the Dallas ad­ 
m inistrator of the program said 
Saturday. 


Supervisor Ernest L. Tuft of 
the Dallas area Social Security 
office said these classes of jobs 
are covered by the new law: 
Farm work, self-employed per­ 
sons, domestic servants and on an 
optional basis both employees of 
non-profit 
charitable, 
religious 
and educational institutions and 
employees of state, county and 
city 
governments 
unless 
they 
have a retirement plan. 
About 55,000 farm workers in 


Texas may be eligible for cover­ 
age that will allow them to draw 
Social 
Security benefits 
when 
they are sixty-five. 


The program starts for them 
Jan. I. To qualify, they must 
work five months at a continu­ 
ous job for the same employer. 
The first three months can be at 
a job that is not covered by So­ 
cial Security, but the last two 
months must be farm work for 
which they are paid $50 or more 
for the period. 
Tutt cited this as an example: 
A businessman who also ope­ 
rates a farm, may employ you at 
his downtown place of business 
the last three months of 1950. 
Then if you go to work on his 


farm for the next sixty days, you 
are entitled to Social Security 
coverage. 


A child of a farmer under 
twenty-one is not considered an 
employee. 
But after he reaches 
twenty-one, if he works for his 
parents, he is considered an em­ 
ployee. 
The continuous work provision 
will exclude most transient farm 
workers who move from section 
to section chopping cotton, har­ 
vesting onions and other jobs. 
Social 
Security 
coverage 
is 
optional for employees of non­ 
profit, charitable, religious and 
educational institutions like so­ 
cial workers, Camp Fire Girls 
and 
B o y 
S c o u t 
employees, 
YMCA, YWCA, lay employees of 
churches and private educational 
institutions like Southern Meth­ 
odist University, Texas Christian 
University, Texas Wesleyan Col­ 


lege and other denominational 
schools. 


Boards governing such groups 
must agree to put up half of the 
3 per cent Social Security pre­ 
miums and two-thirds of the em­ 
ployees must vote for it. 
Even 
then, only employees requesting 
coverage would get it, but all 
new workers hired subsequently 
would be covered automatically. 
A third group eligible is state, 
county and city employees unless 
they also have a retirement plan. 
State governments can exercise 
an option of negotiating coverage 
agreements with federal directors 
of the program. 
Terms of the 
agreement would control the cov­ 
erage obtained. 
Employees of state schools like 
the University of Texas, Texas 
State College for Women, A&M 
College and others would come 
under 
the 
s t a t e 
negotiating

Here are a few bits of advice 
offered by the official to Deca- 
turians: 


Post out-of-state cards by Dec. 
15 to 
insure delivery 
before 
Christmas. 
Greetings for local 
delivery should be mailed at least 
a week before the 2;>th. 


Put three-cent stamps on the 
cards. “First class mail receives 
preferred handling, transporta­ 
tion 
and 
delivery—and 
that 
means a lot at the peak of the 
Christmas rush. The extra pen­ 
ny may insure that your greet­ 
ings will arrive several days, and 
perhaps (wen a week, before 
Blower third class mail.” 
Cards with three-cent stamps 
will be forwarded if the addressee 
has moved and: if he has filled 
out a chan g»-of-address card at 
the post office, 
lf he has net 
filled out the proper card or if 
the address is otherwise incor­ 
rect, the three-cent stamped let­ 
ter will be returned to the ad­ 
dressee! since the postal depart­ 
ment no longer has a directory 
service. Getting the missent let­ 
ter back depends upon one thing, 
of course—a return address dear­ 
ly written on the envelope. 
Tie the cards together in a 
bundle with addresses all faced 
one way and stamps in the same 
corner. 
Then they can he run 
through the post office stamp 
cancellation machine without be­ 
ing sorted. 
If you disregard the postmas­ 
ter's appeal and use two-cent 
(Stamps anyway, the flap should 
be tucked in but the envelope 
•annot be sealed. You’re not per­ 
mitted to write a holiday mes­ 
sage to your friend on the card, 
either—just sign your name. 
Christmas greetings that carry 
only a two-cent stamp go at third 
•lass or advertising circular rat*' 
and receive circular treatment. 
Postal regulations specify that 
only one attempt be made to de­ 
liver third class mail. If the ad­ 
dress 
is wrong—the 
card 
is 
dumped in the dead letter office. 
There’s one other regulation: a 
minimum postage of three cents 
is required on envelopes smaller 
than 2% by 4 inches or larger 
than 9 by 12 inches, whether 
sealed or unsealed.

Many small businessmen hope 
Congress will not act without get­ 
ting an honest expression of opin­ 
ion. They have asked the Na­ 
tional Federation of Independent 
Business to make a nationwide 
poll on the question. This is now 
being taken. As usual, the voted 
ballots go directly to Congress­ 
men. The results will be publish­ 
ed first in this column. 
* 
* 
* 
Since Korea, huge corporations 
have received phenomenal earn­ 
ings. Therefore, an excess profits 
tax has great emotional appeal. 
* * * 
But small business is not en­ 
gaged in a blind “holy” war 
against big business. Small busi­ 
ness, resentful of certain big busi­ 
ness practices, is not rushing 
pell-mell into supporting a meas­ 
ure that could wreck all business. 
# 
* 
* 
The method by which a profit 
will be determined as excess is 
the key to the entire question. 
* 
* 
* 
Any small business can have 
experienced bad luck during the 
base period used for a normal 
profit period. For example, a 
series of jurisdictional strikes 
promoted by big labor, or a 
“freeze-out” price war prose­ 
cuted by a big corporation, can 
make that base period one of sub­ 
normal profit for an independent 
concern. Thus, a normal year’s 
profits can, as was done in the 
past, he taxed as excess profits. 
*

In order to compete, small busi­ 
ness must continually improve 
equipment. This is done out of 
profits. 
*

However, under tax laws, mon­ 
ey spent on production facilities 
is not tax deductible. During

World War II this forced many 
small businesses either to close, 
or sell out to a big corporation.

Is it technically possible to 
write an excess profits tax law 
that will not ruin independent 
business? Many sincere 
Con­ 
gressmen don’t think so.

So whea debates start, don’t 
think all arguments against are 
by big business. 
Independent 
businessmen may have to be op­ 
posed for self-preservation. In 
previous votes, independent busi­ 
ness has called on government 
to first try reduced spending on 
non-essentials. But, although bu­ 
reaucrats urge reduction of non­ 
essential 
consumer 
spending, 
little attention is paid to reduc­ 
ing 
non-essential 
government 
spending. Probably many a bu­ 
reaucrat 
fears 
investigation 
would prove his job non-essential.

Gordon Gray, presidential eco­ 
nomic adviser, wants American 
taxpayers to give another IO bil­ 
lion dollars to the Marshall Plan, 
plus billions for arm am ent grants 
to friendly powers.

highways. 
“One resultant is a serious fi­ 
nancial problem. 
We have an 
estimated minimum need of $4,- 
500,000,000 per year and the 
visible revenue is not much more 
than $3,000,000,000.

“Obviously money that is spent 
for highway maintenance limits 
the amount available for im­ 
proved and safer facilities.” 
General 
Fleming then went 
into a discussion of the immense 
increases in the loads our roads 
must carry, due to the growth in 
both size and number of commer­ 
cial trucks. He found that exces­ 
sive axle weights on our high­ 
ways are about 30 times as fre­ 
quent as they were two decades 
ago! The present-day truck-and- 
trailer units can be fairly com­ 
pared to railroad boxcars.

Roy North of the Catlett Con­ 
servation Group grazed 25 acres 
of Hubam clover from April until 
July of this year with about 25 
dairy cows, then took a light cut­ 
ting of hay. This Hubam was a 
volunteer crop on grain land with 
a light stand of Johnson grass. 
The Clover had been planted in 
the spring of 1949 and was per­ 
mitted to make seed that year. 
Additional grazing to which the 
cows had access included 20 acres 
of Bermuda grass waterways and 
some Johnson grass. 
Mr. North 
is using the Hubam on his crop 
land 
in 
a rotation 
and 
next 
spring plans to seed a different 
field to increase the fertility and 
for grazing. He plants about 12 
pounds of Hubam seed per acre 
and fertilizes with 200 pounds of 
20% superphosphate per 
The planting of legume crops is a 
Tart of Mr. North’s soil and 


water conservation plan with the 
Denton-Wise 
Soil Conservation 
District. 


Cal McCurdy of the Blewitt 
Conservation Group has seeded 
seven acres of Kentucky 31 fescue 
grass. The fescue was seeded in 
two drains since it is better 
adapted on the deeper soils and 
areas with extra moisture. When 
the grass becomes established 
these drains will be used for 
waterways for terrace outlets and 
for winter grazing. Kentucky 31 
Fescue is a perennial grass that 
forms a heavy turf on wet land 
and stays green during the win­ 
ter months,

They offered any Texas boy 
who graduated from nigh school with an excellent record and who could 
not go to college w ithout financial assistance a chance to win a scholar­ 
ship paying J-OO .o $400 a year plus a student job if he needed it, to 
•help him through college. Selections were made on the basis of scholar­ 
ship, character and need, with a competitive examination as the deciding 
hest. Sixteen boys won Opportunity Awards the first year and have 
graduated from A. and M. w ith outstanding records. Many Texas leaders 
have become interested in the plan and have given scholarships. This 
3»ear there are 200 Opportunity Award boys in school at A. and M., 
from all over the state. One of the newest of these scholarships was 
financed by gifts from the current student body of the college.
